Planning Director Outlines Williamson — 
Act Format For County Property Owners 


VISALIA — Changes’ in 
property tax assessment 
methods in Tulare county

Cditorial Comment 
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GORING A DIFFERENT OX 


Daniel Ellsberg is a liberal hero with feet of clay. 

One of his own confidential papers has been leaked 
without his authorization and Fi 
a grave breach of “confidentiality”. 

Yes, that’s Dan Ellsberg who got such admiring 
publicity when he breached the confidentiality of clas- 
sified government papers by taking them and turning 
them over to the press. The hero of the Pentagon 
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Planning Director 
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disillusioned with the highly 
restrictive nature of a Williamson 
Act agreement. 

Woolfe said that each person 
requesting a contract is made 
fully aware of the fact that it is 
self-renewing each year, thus 
perpetually good for ten years 
unless a notice of-non-renewal is 
filed with the county. The 
contract will then expire 10 
years from the filing date. 

This is virtually the only way 
out, said Woolfe, unless the 
county board of supervisors 
deems that the land use will be 
changed for the benefit of the 
general public - such as 
construction of a hospital or 
four-year college. 

Tax shifts resulting from 
application of the Williamson act 
can amount to increases as high 
as $150 per year. for a 
“*statistically-average” urban 
dweller owning a $20,000 home, 
or as low as $64 per year, 
depending on whether or not the 
home is in a largely urban or 
agricultural area, Woolfe said. 

Rural school districts have, in 
the past, complained loudest 
about impact of the Williamson 
act, Woolfe said, since regular 
tax base is determined primarily 
on value created by sale prices of 
land, while under the Williamson 
act, tax base is generally 
determined by amount of 
income produced by property 


stretching the original intent of 
the memorial district law. And, 
under the law, a memorial 
district can tax up to 30 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation, 
which is quite a chunk. . . Now 
come the veterans again, this 
time headed by Orville Lofton, a 
past commander, Department of 
California, VFW, who 
represented the three veteran 
organizations of Porterville in 
asking directors of the 
Porterville Veterans’ Memorial 
district to build a 
community-center-type building 
in Porterville, and urged 
immediate levying of the 
maximum 30-cent tax. He said 
that “assistance” could possibly 
be given by the three veteran 
groups. . Without taking a 
stand one way orvanother at the 
moment concerning the project, 
we say again that total resources 
of the community should. be 
pulled together if folks actually 
want a community building - a 
building large enough and 
versatile enough to really serve 
the community... And we recall 
a warning that we made at least 
20 years ago to the effect that as 
long as the Porterville Veterans’ 
Memorial district exists, and as 
long as it has the power to tax in 
rather substantial amounts, there 
will be almost constant effort to 
promote projects through the 
district. . . Three buildings have 
been constructed by the district, 
now a fourth is suggested. . . 
Who’se next in line?

placed under the act - a situation 
that results in lower taxes for 
the Williamson act property 
owner and also a lower general 
property tax base. : 

Citrus growers are showing a 
growing interest in the 
Williamson act, according to 
Woolfe, since provisions of the 
act were changed to include 
improvements on property, not, 
as originally, just on bare land. 

Other changes that have 
recently occurred include a 
lowering of minimum acreage 
requirements. Forty acres was, 
at one time set as the minimum 
parcel allowable for entering the 
program, said Woolfe, but this 
was recently changed to include 
any size parcel providing it can 
be added to an already existing 
adjacent preserve. 

Those entering a contract 
must do two things in order to 
benefit fully from their contract, 
he said: they must first agree to 
keep the contracted land in 
agricultural or open-space use; 
and they must execute a 
contract with the County of 
Tualre agreeing to maintain 
agricultural use for a minimum 
of ten years. In addition, the 
county-property owner contract 
specifies that the owner must 
abide by the uniform rules of 
the Williamson act. 

Execution of the county 
contract is equally important to 
property owners as signing the 
WA agreement, he said. 

“On the whole,” said Woolfe, 
“the act is working. Although it 
is an administrative burden on 
the county, it is self-sustaining 
and is accomplishing its original 
purpose - the preservation of 
prime agricultural land in 
California.”

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“Mini-Tax Bill Will Reimburse County, Districts 


- VISALIA — Assemblyman 
Gordon Duffy told newsmen at 
a press conference in Visalia last 
week that he is “heartened” by 
the passage of mini-tax bill 
AB-1X, which contains three 

- provisions of particular 

importance to Tulare and Kings 

county residents. 

The measures are: open space 
reimbursement, senior citizen 
property tax assistance; and 
business inventory tax 
reduction. Of foremost 
importance, said Duffy, is the 
reimbursement of funds to 
county government and school 


sustained under the Williamson 
Land act. 

Duffy stated that, starting 
with fiscal year 1972-73, Tulare 
and Kings counties will receive 
well over one million dollars in 
addition to the monies already 
provided to the school district 
under. the school equalization 
formula. 

Under the formula, school 
districts are reimbursed for loss 
of tax revenue by computing the 
difference between the adjusted 
assessed value of the land in the 
district prior to implementation 
of the Williamson act, and the 
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the district. That portion of the 
tax rate in the district in excess 
of fixed rates is computed 
against the loss of assessed value 
of land in the district. 

In addition, county 
governments will be reimbursed 
at a rate of 50 cents per acre for 
non-prime land, $1.50 per acre 
for prime land, and $3.00 per 
acre for prime land within three 
miles of a boundary of an 
incorporated community of 
1,500 registered voters.

where, according to historical accounts, some 700 indians occupied 
a fortified position after stealing 100 head of cattle from Frazier 


valley. 


After a company of 60 volunteers from Visalia failed in attempts 
to dislodge the Indians, “reinforcements” were brought in from 
Keyesville, on Kern river; from Mariposa, Merced, and Visalia; plus 
half a U.S. cavalry company from Fort Tejon and a detachment of 
25 U.S. soldiers from Fort Miller, the latter group bringing a small 


mountain howitzer. 


With a force of about 400 men against them, and with the 
howitzer shelling the Battle Mountain position, the Indians were 
forced up the Tule river canyon into the Sierra, with an estimated 


100 killed. 


The volunteers, with only a few men wounded by arrows, 
followed the Indians for two or three days, then returned to their 
homes. Later, in meetings with Indians in the mountains, Sub-Agent 
William Campbell, from the Kings River agency, induced the Indians 


to make peace.

Grove, and a two and a half day 
truck ride to the park via side 
routes and uncomfortably low 
overpasses before arriving in 
Visalia in late October of this 
year. 

The original statue, never 
intended for exposure to 
California’s rain and heat, was 
relinquished in 1968 to the 
Cowboy Hall of Fame in 
Oklahoma City, Oklahoma in 
exchange for the $125,000 
bronze cast. 

Fraser constructed the 
original for the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition in San 
Francisco in 1915, heralding 
opening of the Panama canal. 
The statue was obtained in 1916 
by the County of Tulare and 
remained in Mooney Grove park 


until exchange arrangements ° 


were completed in 1968. 

The original has since been 
restored to its original beauty at 
a cost of more than $100,000, 
and is permanently placed in a 
specially-constructed Hall of 
Fame building. 

Arrangements for placement 
of the bronze reproduction, base 
preparation, landscaping, and 
construction of an illuminated 
fountain surrounding the statue 
was completed entirely by 
volunteer labor. Water piping, 
digging, and miscellaneous 
expenses amounting to $2,500 
were covered by the County of 
Tulare, according to County 
Secretary-Manager Wayne 
Robertson, who stated he 
expects five to six thousand 
people in attendance at the 
dedication. 


Boudreau. “It doesn’t matter 
whether it’s a power plant or a 
powder puff factory, we just 
want what’s due to Tulare 
county.”
